Vital statistics, medical inspection 
of schools, immunization work, prob¬ 
lems of sanitation and so on are all 
included in the summary of the year’s 
activities in the Foothills Public 
Health district. 

To refresh memories, it may be 
mentioned that the district covers an 
area of 1886 square miles with a popu¬ 
lation of 16,677. There are 3562 
school children from Grades 1 to 12 
inclusive. Contributing areas with 
population as as follows: Royal 
(1363); Riley (1716); L.I.D. 160 
(2405)4 Dinton (1567); Stockland 
(3699); High River (1407); Vulcan 
(720); Nanton (711); Black Diamond 
(879); Turner Valley (657);' Black- 

• ie (218); Cayley (131); Turner Valley 

S. D. ( ); Parkland S.D. (315); 

- Elite S.D. (85); Okotoks town (574); 
Okotoks rural .(130). Rural districts 
have mostly lost population in the 
last year. The M.D. of Stockland has 
increased by over 600. 

The actual operating cost of the un¬ 
it is $10,803 or about 65 cts. per cap¬ 
ita. 

Vital Statistics 

For statistical purposes the entire 
area of Sheep Creek is included, be- 
-cause a number of the centres consti¬ 
tutionally in the Health District form 
a large part of Sheep Creek. In in¬ 
terpreting statistics, therefore, the 
population should read 17,866. 

The district continues to maintain a 
relatively high birth rate of 23.8 per 
1000 compared with 21.8 for the prov¬ 
ince and 19.8 for Calgary. This is the 
more noteworthy because the district 
is mainly English speaking and such 
areas are usually below provincial av¬ 
erage. There were 424 births in 1941. 

In the past five-year period there 
were three maternal deaths due to the 
birth oi 1366 live babies. This is a 
rate of 2.2 per 1000. The provincial 
rate was 4.0 and for Calgary it was 
3.1. 

Over a 5-year period, deaths of in- 
fants (under one year of aget have 
averaged 27.4. The provincial rate is 
48. Since the establishment of the 
health district, the infant death rate 
has dropped below the four larger Al¬ 
berta cities and is about half the rate 
for rural Alberta. 

Twenty-nine people died in 1941 
from heart diseases. It is assumed 
that most of these were due to rheu¬ 
matic heart disease which starts of¬ 
ten with rheumatic fever or “growing 
pains" in childhood. The second larg¬ 
est cause of death is violence or ex¬ 
ternal injury accounting for 16. Six 
of these were from car accidents. 
Cancer ranked third as cause, with 11 
deaths. There were eight deaths 
from pneumonia, as compared with 
one the previous year. The death rate 
was 7.6 per 1000, which is higher than 
recent pievious years, and indicates 
to some degree the advancing age of 
a proportion of the population. 

Communicable Diseases 

In control of communicable diseases 
there were outbreaks of measles and 
German measles in scattered points, 
most of these being brought in from 
outside the district. Infantile paraly¬ 
sis hit the east side of the district 
with 17 cases, but the Turner Valley 
area which suffered in 1938 did not 
have a single case. 

Dr. Somerville, in his report com¬ 
ments; “The problem ef diagnosis was 
made more difficult this year by the 
presence in the province of a few cas¬ 
es of sleeping sickness of horses. 
Special investigation is being carried 
on to assist in distingushing these two 
conditions. Samples of blood from 14 

• of the 17 cases were tested for en¬ 
cephalitis and only one was positive, 
proving that there is no relation be¬ 
tween these two diseases.” 

Immunization 

At the regular clinics the health ot- 
ficers continues inoculation for diph¬ 
theria, whooping cough and and scar¬ 
let fever, and vaccination against 
smallpox. In addition, a special in¬ 
oculating campaign was started in 
September in the schools and amongst 
pre-school children, as protection 
against diphtheria and smallpox. Part 
of this work was re-enforcement of 
former treatments to build up immun¬ 
ity to high degree. It is expected that 
the entire district will be finished by 
the end of June. —* 

An interesting feature of the T.B. 
statistics is that five of the eight cas¬ 
es reported were in a stage which re¬ 
sponds most readily to treatment, and 
should be thus least expensive to the 


community. 

School Medical Service 

Consolidation of schools in the 
large school unit has reduced, the 
number of schools to be served, and 
thus created a saving in time. 

Of the total school population of 
3652, there were 1465 pupils examined 
by the doctor, and 1639 inspected by 
the nurse. The doctor’s examination 
showed 634 without defects, and 931 
with defects. Teeth accounted for 
30% of defects; underweight 11.9%; 
tonsils 10.2%. 

There were 483 corrections noted, 
which applied to defects previously 
noted. The highest rate of corrections 
was in teeth, and this does not include 
corrections as a result of the new den¬ 
tal service applying to grade from I 
to IV. In other defects there were 
from 30% to 40% corrections which is 
not good enough, although above the 
record for rural ALberta. 

Dental Service 

This is considered a unique feature 
made possible through available funds 
and extends free service of specified 
corrections to the first four grades. 
Each child with defective teeth in that 
category, gets a special card to pre¬ 
sent to any of the dentists listed on 
the card. It is hoped that parents, will 
avail themselves of this service more 
quickly than they have been doing. 

Child Welfare 

. More babies and pre-school child¬ 
ren were examined than in any prev¬ 
ious year in clinic history. A total 
of 117 clinics were held with 469 ba¬ 
bies examined and 231 home visits; 
524 pre-school age examined and 77 
home "visits. 

Health Education 

The increase in inoculation and vac¬ 
cination campaign has brought a re¬ 
duction in moving picture showing, 
but routine work has gone forward. 
Special health literature has been sent 
;ut regularly, and good assistance has 
been given by newspapers. 

Sanitation Problems 

A total of 8,693 inspections were 
made by J. C. Mooney, sanitary in¬ 
spector. Several unusual features 
were noted this year. A shift of pop¬ 
ulation from south end of the oil area 
to Turner Valley, Black Diamond and 
west of Millarville, has been kept un¬ 
der close supervision as townsites 
have developed. 

Special work was also necessary in 
respect to new air schools. At time 
of building, local tow ns it as of shacks, 
trailers, etc., sprang up with rudi¬ 
mentary sanitary facilities. This sit¬ 
uation was supervised at High River 
and Vulcan, and Ensign will also re¬ 
quire attention. 

Milk Control 

One hundred and five inspections 
were made of the 19 dairies in the dis¬ 
trict. Milk consumption has increased 
considerably. The main problem has 
been the question of help on dairy 
farms and for delivery. Milking ma¬ 
chines have been introduced in three 
or four dairies. 

Serum Station 

The health district is a provincial 
station for distribution of serums and 
vaccines to the medical profession of 
the district, and a large amount of 
material has been distributed. 

The laboratory is used mainly for 
milk and water analysis, but is pre¬ 
pared to do other public health labora¬ 
tory work. A total of 405 tests were 
made, 163 of these being water and 
119 milk. 

The present public health staff com¬ 
prises Dr. A. Somerville, D.P.H.; 
Miss Jean Clark, R.N., B.Sc.; Miss 
Eva Wheeler, R.N., B.Sc.; Miss Anne 
Robertson, secretary; J. C. Mooney, 
C.S.I.; F. L. Watt, board secretary.

Higher Prices in 
\Winter and Spring? 

Pres. Federation Agriculture 
Proposes Sliding Beef Prices. 

• ' Opposes Any Disturbance of 
U. 8. Market 


H. II. Hannan, president of. the 
Canadian Federation of Agriculture, 
has recommended that the ceiljng 
price of beef be increased progressive¬ 
ly one cent a pound per month from 
January till June. 

He believed the beef situation is on¬ 
ly temporary, and urged that nothing 
be done to disturb the flow of Cana¬ 
dian cattle to the U.S. market. 

There is no shortage of beef in 
Canada, he said, but the present clash 
is due to the rigid price ceiling which 
has not made adequate provision to 
the farmer in cost of producing win¬ 
ter fed cattle. Another factor is the 
relatively higher price in U.S.A. for 
beef cattle, and the packers are refus¬ 
ing to meet the higher purchase price, 
when they must continue to sell under 
the price ceiling for graded beef. "" 

When the price ceiling was imposed 
in September-October, the cattle were 
all grass fed. The cost of winter feed¬ 
ing must be reckoned on.

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Preparing 


AT a recent gathering of all Home Nursing classes, 
Dr. Somerville outlined a consideration that two 
years ago would have been outside the bounds of proba¬ 
bility. Today it is quite credible. He referred to the 
possibility .of Japanese attack and even occupation of 
Alaska. From Alaska, the logical drive would be to the 
rich centres.of U.S.A. and this part of the country lies 
between. 

For that reason the desirability of some nursing or¬ 
ganization does not seem far fetched. Nor does it seem 
far fetched to anticipate a possible epidemic of infec¬ 
tious disease from one source or another. The Home 
Nursing classes conducted in all parts of the district 
which he supervises, are one measure of preparedness 
for any emergency. 

He stressed also the necessity of centralizing patients 
so that one doctor could attend 50 patients, instead of 
driving round to 50 different homes. Each centre, he 
said, must be ready to man a 50 or 100 bed hospital; 
and he did not anticipate difficulty in getting buildings 
if the emergency required commandeering. A large 
emergency hospital would require 30 nurses on 8-hour 
shift, or a total of 90 nurses. He looks to the Home 
Nursing classes to provide this volunteer nursing staff 
under direction of competent supervisors. 

He also looks to the Home Nursing classes as a med¬ 
ium through which it will be possible to locate equip¬ 
ment. This would include cots, mattresses, dishes and 
other utensils necessary. The purpose of such a can¬ 
vass would be merely to have a complete census of where 
such equipment could be obtained on a moment’s no¬ 
tice, so that it might be gathered up without delay and 
confusion. 

All this advance preparation is in public interest, and 
it is to be hoped everyone co-operates in the scheme out¬ 
lined. It is after all a form of forethought which is all 
to the good in any event—or in no event. The women 
in the Home Nursing classes have taken the work 
seriousfy and conscientiously. There has been the 
greatest appreciation for the competence of the instruc¬ 
tors, and the practical training they have passed on. So 
altogether the women who have joined these classes in 
such numbers, have felt that their time has been well 
spent. 

Let us hope that they are not required to put their 
new knowledge to any large scale use. But no one so 
rash these days as to declare “It can’t happen here.” 

Regimentation of Farms 

EVERYTHING is so subject to change in these times, 
that the best policy for this year may not be the best 
policy for next year. In no element of industry is this 
more true than in agriculture, with each year producing 
new or different demands. 

The fortunes of war have quite a measure of respon¬ 
sibility for the fluctuating needs. As sources of supply- 
are lost or gained, the burden of producing certain ma¬ 
terials grows more insistent or relaxes. No sooner are 
farmers pushed into greater production of a certain type 
and quality of livestock, or certain types of grain, than 
a new need becomes still more pressing, and they are 
urged to grow more of something else. 

Hut in the midst of the confusion, one bright light 
shines. Almost everything which can be grown can be 
consumed, and finds a ready market. Whether a man is 
increasing his cattle, his hogs, his dairy herd, his poul¬ 
try or his sheep, he can scarcely go wrong m present 
prospects. Similarly he is guaranteed prices on grain 
that are a definite advance over recent years, it lies 
pretty much with the individual farmer to decide what 
he can produce most profitably out of quite a range of 
primary produce. 

It might not be unwelcome if there were some arbi¬ 
trary zoning of the province—and of the entire west— 
to ensure that areas best adapted to certain types of 
production should specialize in that. So far there has 
been little compulsion in respect to growing. There are 
certain areas of Alberta for example, which produce a 
superior and profitable type of barley. Why then should 
such a district dally with wheat in which it does not ex¬ 
cel ? Similarly, it is folly to Urge any extensive growing 
of coarse grairy'on areas which are dry and subject.to 
hoppers. They might not £et a"crop to justify their la 
bor, but they have some assurance of wheat of good 
quality. 

It seems to be generally accepted that the well-known 
Palliser Triangle cannot be depended upon for any crop 
but wheat in any great volume. This area should .«• 
ticketed for wheat, except for such sections as may be 
under irrigation and able to grow specialized crops. 

Farmers themselves might not be averse to certain 
tightening up of regulations, providing the purpose was 
to put the land to maximum usefulness for the im¬ 
mediate needs of the country. m

The estate of a Canadian millionaire was sued recently 
by a surgeon for $10,000. Several other surgeons swore it 
was a reasonable fee. Mr. Justice Greene awarded $2500 
v-ithout costs and added that he had selected that amount, 
not because he thought it reasonable, but only because 
counsel for defence had named it as the amount the execu¬ 
tors were willing to pay. There was no pretence on tne 
part-of the plaintiff that ability to .pay did col.enter, into 
the calciHqtion when the fee was fixed at $10,000. It was 
set forth that generally the price was adapted to the purse. 
He must have had sublime confidence in the merit of the 
practice when he was .willing to test it out in the courts. 


Every little while we read articles and speeches railing 
•against brass hats, a term that at one time may have had 
thq significance they wish to perpetuate, but that has no 
such meaning today. Officers now do not affect social su 
periority over privates and non-coms; indeed many of them 
have risen from the ranks. Ill-disposed persons would, 
however, delight in creating a prejudice against these in 
authority ip the army. Men in the ranks talk about brass 
hats as they do about the sergeant-major, but it is only “in 
a manner of speaking.” Such talk from civilians is intend¬ 
ed to be mischievous, like the talk about the School Tie or 
the Cliveden set. When you hear anyone talking such tripe 
put him down for an enemy, though you may be wrong. 
He may only be a fool retailing the disruptive stuff that 
Communist agitators found so useful for their purposes a 
few years ago. The fact is that never before in military 
history has there been so much democracy among all ranks 
of the British army as there is now. 


Mr. St. Laurent, the new Minister of Justice, is to be 
commended for telling his compatriots to forget their 
dreams of a French state on the banks of the St. Laurence. 
He denounced all such propaganda as enemy-inspired, but 
it started long before this or the other war. It has for fifty 
years been accounted good politics in Quebec. The enemy- 
inspired propaganda is auxiliary and comes to Canada in 
French from the Vichy radio. Its chief broadcaster is one 
Firman Roz and it is just possible that the Prime Minister 
could stop it by dropping a word into the ear of the Vichy 
consul at Ottawa. A gentleman who lives in a French dis¬ 
trict in northern Ontario is authority for the assertion that 
French Canadians there are Vichy-French. They have in¬ 
tense admiration for Petain whom Monsieur Roz has made 
a god-like figure. 


It did not take Laval long to display his colors. His anti- 
British outburst was to be expected from him as Pierre 
Laval, but not from him as Foreign Minister for Petain. 
His heart bleeds for Frenchmen killed in British raids on 
military establishments in France, but he said not a word 
about French hostages lined up for deeds of which, being 
hostages, they must have been innocent. Petain and Darlan 
are now the tools, of Laval as Laval is the tool of Hitler. 
That Darlan as chief of the navy will take orders only 
from,.the chief of the state, Petain, is only an agreed-upon 
formula to keep the United States sweet. Theig hope- is 
that French people will turn against their former ally when 
British ships fire on French naval vessels escorting con¬ 
voys carrying supplies to North Africa for Rommel, but 
ostensibly for French colonists. 


Wonder if Frenchmen listening to Laval knew that he 
has to say what he said. Do they realize that his life is 
forfeit if the allies win ? The one sure result of a Nazi de¬ 
feat is that Laval goes to the gallows or the guillotine or 
whatever punishment is popular at that time. When he is 
appealing to Frenchmen to collaborate with their oppres¬ 
sors he is merely asking them to become slaves so that his 
vicious life may be spared. If he wants to ascertain the 
degree of mutuality there is in “collaboration” let him ask 
the German collaborators to stop killing French hostages. 
His assertion that France will not tolerate foreign inter¬ 
ference would make Frenchmen laugh if they were free to 
do so in the presence of German soldiers and Gestapo 
hounds.

If complaint or criticism is made about some feature of 
our war procedure the ready reply at Ottawa is that it was 
done after consultation with the British authorities. If 
blame can be directed against Britain it is willingly if not 
gleefully done. The order-in-Council commissioning Sir 
Lyman Duff to investigate the Hong Kong affair set forth 
that our troops were sent there at the request of Great 
Britain. Some 136 soldiers are being disciplined for fail¬ 
ure to embark for overseas at an Eastern Canada port and 
Col. Ralston explains that they objected to the food and 
quarters, and adds: “We are putting our views very clear¬ 
ly before the L nited Kingdom authorities in orders to pre¬ 
vent a recurrence .of conditions so far as transports are 
concerned.” This has been the procedure for several years 
and Britain rtever objects. She knows we have to be petted 

of the system. Could such a corporation get efficient 
and economical administration? The work of our legis¬ 
lature is usually in no way different, except in quantity, 
from that done by municipal districts. 

‘ The question of the future of our provincial legisla¬ 
tures has become one of the gravest in the country when 
the cost of these governments is taken into considera¬ 
tion. 

“Streamlining the province would be the adaptation 
for provincial use of the mass of information available 
about management. Ordinary corporations have discov¬ 
ered these. But at the same time we would have to make 
administration more democratic. The electors of the 
province are shareholders. Let them elect 15 directors 
which would be ample, for a term of 6 years each. Five 
directors would retire at the end of every two years. The 
directors would be ele ct e d ftotn the province at large. 

In order to get the best members and a fair representa¬ 
tion we should P.R. system. 

"These fifteen members would be directors and rep¬ 
resentatives all the time, not merely on display at for¬ 
mal sessions. They would choose the president who 
might be called the premier, and perhaps two vice-presi¬ 
dents Who would form the executive. That would be all 
the cabinet that is needed. These three executive offi¬ 
cers would apportion the work and divide the members 
into committees who would administer the province. 
They would sit round a table and do’ business like or- 
dinary human beings trained in that sort of thing."

Canada Has Place 
In Pacific Council 


The creation of the new Pacific war 
council in Washington, gives repre¬ 
sentation to Canada, Australia and 
New Zealand in considering war prob¬ 
lems. Great Britain, the Netherlands 
and United States are also represented 
in the Pacific council. President 
Roosevelt said that such complete co¬ 
operation is imperative. Hume 
Wrong will represent Canada at the 
first council meeting, but Leighton 
McCarthy, Canadian minister to Wash 
ington, will be continuing representa¬ 
tive. 

“Canada welcomes the formation of 
this council” is the official statement 
from Ottawa. 

It is not clear yet whether direction 


of action in the south-west Pacific will 
come from this new council in Was:i- 
ington, or from the London council. 
It will probably be team work. 

Grain Storage 
Costs Too High? 

The Hanna Herald in An Edi¬ 
torial Offers Suggestion to 
Pay Farmers Storage Rates 
For Grain in Farmers’ Bin 


The very large sums being earned 
by elevator companies for storing the 
huge supplies of Canadian wheat have 
aroused comment in the House of 
Commons. The claim has been made 
that storage rates are altogether too 
high, and the cost to the government 
is at least equal to, if not in excess of, 


the annual pre-war losses of the Can¬ 
adian National Railway. 

The cost of carrying from 300 to 400 
million bushels of grain is high- At 
even 8c a bushel a year the figure runs 
from $24 million to $32 million. If it 
could be arranged that the bulk of 
this grain be stored on farms and the 
farmers get the carrying charges, 
there would be no criticism in the 
House of Commons. Farmers in West¬ 
ern Canada have never followed the 
practice of storing grain on their 
farms, at least not in the past quar¬ 
ter of a century. It would seem to be 
advisable that some encouragement 
should be given to change this atti¬ 
tude. It would be much better to pay 
storage charges to farmers rather 
than to elevator companies.

Superstitious 
Or Scientific? 


Quite a number of people have 
great faith in the efficacy of raw po¬ 
tato as a cure for rheumatism. That 
slight bulge you may note in your 
neighbor's pocket is probably a pota¬ 
to. An article in the New Statesman 
(London) dealing with this and kind¬ 
led faiths, is entitled “Are you super¬ 
stitious about superstitions?” The 
writer takes the stand that if he tries 
out these. iP^alled “superstitions,” he 
is not being superstitious but showing 
signs of the scientific spirit, the readi¬ 
ness to experiment. 

He tells of a fellow traveller, who,' 
observing the writer's rheumatic 
twinges, recommended the raw potato 
on the ground that it absoibed acids 
out of the system and in the process 
gets all black and shrivelled.. 

The writer then goes on to say: 
“Doubt of these allegedly supersti-. 
tious beliefs is an excellent thing, on¬ 
ly if it leads to investigation. But 
some people claim that the right to 
doubt and deny, without giving ten 
minutes' thought to the matter. 

“I, myself, often doubt, not because 
I have reason, but because it has long 
been th'c, fashion to do so. Nothing 
for example,could be more absurd than 
to regard a belief in ghosts as absurd. 
I think on evidence, that a belief in 
ghosts is in some instances more sci¬ 
entific than superstitious. 

“Have I reason for doubting the 
genuineness of the ancient science of 
astrology? Those who believe in the 
ancient past probably have brains as 
good as are found in modern universi¬ 
ties. Why do 1 presume that these 
astrologists were talking nonsense, 
just because I cannot understand it? 

“Few of us who are skeptics about 
witchcraft have ever made a scientific 
study of the subject. Our disbelief is 
based on instinct. Yet G. K. Chester¬ 
ton and others have maintained that 
the evidence in favor of the reality of 
witchcraft is overwhelming. 

“To revert to the cure of the raw 
potato, I have tried it and the evidence 
so far is that it is working wonders. I 
am already all but cured. The moral 
is, never have a superstitious disbelief 
in superstitions.”

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Cutting Wrapping 
For All Parcels 

The Financial Tost Tells of 
Saving Effected in Not Wrap¬ 
ping Parcels 

The Financial Post scans the scene 
of merchandising and notes the saving 
effected in wrapping parcels. The 
layers of tissue, corrugated papers 
and what not for the better class of 
dry goods, silverware, china, pottery, 
etc., are being eliminated.'Wrappings 
are much simpler—sometimes no 
wrappings. 

The same is true for medicinal and 
toilet articles. A bottle of castoT oil 
is now a plain bottle of castor oil, with 
minimum wrapping. 

Sporting goods and such things 
once elaborately boxed and safeguard¬ 
ed are now delivered naked. Pyrex 
dishes now have only the manufac¬ 
turer’s carton. 

Dry goods that used to come >n 
cardboard boxes are now in a paper 
wrap. 

Qift wrapping paper is ho longer so 
popular. 

All corrugated paper is being re¬ 
claimed for use again. Egg cartons 
are now sent out in salvaged cartons 
instead of corrugated wrap. 

The strange development of all this 
is that there are fewer breakages. The 
delivery'man sees what he is handling 
and is more likely to give proper care 
to the proper things. 

Some of the shoppers bring along 
their own wrapping paper, and one 
Toronto store that had 15 men in the 
wrapping unit is now cut down to '5 
men and a few girls. 

Of course all this is going on in 
Toronto. There is no store in High 
River that ever had a wrapping prob¬ 
lem taking strong men.

VERSUS 

“Keep the Faith” 

On December 1st, 192C>, the All>erl a ▼. heal Pixi| Directors issued a public statement to Pool 
memliers declaring that “Bach signer must keep the faith.” Such a declaration would naturally 
imply that the Pcxil Executive would also "keep the lailh” with Pool mend ten. lias this lieen done? 

Recently the Alberta Pixel announced the payment of a patronage dividend. We have lieen 
asked how this is possible. 

The reason that,the Alberta Wheat Pool has been able to pay a patronage dividend 
is that they are performing the old feat commonly known as “.robbing Peter to pay Paul.” 
In this case it may be more aptly expressed as that of ‘‘robbing Peter to pay Peter.” 

Payment ot patronage dividends by the Alberta Pool is. made possible through 
their failure ttWive up to their promise to pay interest o i money which they bor¬ 
rowed from Alberta farmers on wheat delivered, to the Wheat Pool in the years 
1923 to 1929. You will remember that on- all wi-e >1 delivered to the Wheat Pools in that 
period, they deducted two cents per bushel toy the building of elevators. 


In addition to borrowing fr< in the farmer 
two cents per bushel each year lor the building 
of elevators the Pool collected each yYar from 
the farmers’ grain a further deduction amount¬ 
ing to one per cent of the selling price of the 
grain. This commercial reserve deduction 
' amounted to,'Approximately " 1! •> cents, per 
bushel each year, bringing the total yearly 
deductions to approximately 3} •_> cents, per c 
bushel. In the crop years 1923-24 to 1923-29 
growers delivered 283,227,734 bushels ol wheat 
to the Alberta Pool. During this period the 
Pool borrowed from farmers approximately 13 
cents per bushel for elevator and commercial 
- reserves, 

The tcttal amount of money borrowed in 
cash by the Alberta Pool from its members 
in the form of elevator and commercial reserve 
deductions was $7,432,250.28. In addition the 
Alberta Pool has retained since 1923. and still 
holds, $1,037,554.35 due Alberta iarmers as 
the final payment on the 1923 crop. This 
brings the total amount of money which the 
Alberta Pool has borrowed from farmers to 
$8,469,804.63 which was evidence of a lot of 
faith. 

When this money was being borrowed from 
Alberta farmers the Board of Directors told 
farmers in Fifth Annual report of the Alberta 
Wheat Pool for the fiscal year 1926-27: 

“Our reserves have apparently occasioned 
some anxiety to a few growers in as much as 
no re-payment has as yet been made, though 
It has been stated time after tim ; that as soon 
as It was possible to start re-paying these 
reserves, without impairing tl>e credit of the 
organization, that repayment will be made.” 

“Ail members are paid six per cent interest, 
in cash, on elevator reserves, from the time 
, that the deductions are mad-, until they arc 
re-paid. 

The next year the Pool directors decided 
that it was only just and proper to pay the 
farmers interest on the Commercial Reserve 
deductions as well as on the Elevator deduc¬ 
tions which they had borrowed. In the report 
of the Board of Directors of the Alberta Wheat 
Pool for the fiscal year 1927-28 it is stated: 

“During the past year your Board has 
decided to include payment ot interest on 
Commercial Reserve along with the interest 
paid on the Elevator Reserves. This Interest 
will be reckoned as from the 31st of August, 
1927, and payment will be made at the rate 
of 6 per cent on the Reserves standing to the 
credit of each member on the 31st of August, 
1927. These payments will be made as soon 
after the first of the year as it can con¬ 
veniently be done.” 

The interest at 6% on $8,469,804.6.3 for 
one year amounts to $508,188.27. The Allierta 
Pool has had the use .of this money since 
AugusL fst, 4929, without paving interest to 
the farmer from whom it was-borrowed. The 
interest which should have heen paid to 
farmers since 1929 amounts to $8,581,037.35. 
Every farmer in Alberta knows that he had 
* to pay interest on money that he had borrowed, 
and it was usually more than six per cent. 

Payment of interest on capital funds of co¬ 
operatives, obtained from mcmliers. and on 
savings borrowed from memlvrs, is an estab¬ 
lished principle of the Co-operative movement 
as being legitimate ‘hire’ for money. 

It is obvious that the A'berta Pool 
. properly owes the Alberta farmer: 

First: The $8,469,804.63 which they 
borrowed from farmers for elevator 
and commercial reserves. 

Second: Interest on this money 
amounting to $8,581,037.36. 

These two amounts which the Pool 
owes its members total $17,050,841.99. 

That again is evidence of a lot of 
faith. , 

But that is not all of the story about hist 
whv it has been possible (or the Alburla Pool 
to distribute the patronage dividend which 
has lieen advertised so widely. 

.It is our contention that the Alberta Pool 
Elevators have lx?en evading the payment ol 
Dominion Income and Excess Profits fixes 
since the Wheat Pool operations were aban¬ 
doned. Since that time the Pcxil Elevators 
have been functioning just the same as any 
other elevator company, except that the Pool 
Elevator Companies must have spent amour,fs 
totalling millions of dollars in propaganda, 
through publicity, radio advertising and field 
service w< irk 
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same manner a . the A lberta V. heat Pool, 
Alberta soldiers ’minding your sou or sons 
v. ho may be in the forces, would have to 
ti^>lit t.erman and Japanese tanks.jgftis and 
dive-bombers wit l their hare fists. 

* It is estimated that the amount o. 
Incoina and Excess Profits taxes which the 
Alberta Pool should have paid the Federal 
Treasury in the years 1930 to 1941, and 
which they have so far escaped paying, 
totals 5778,732.00. This would buy a lot of 
fighting equipment which is badly needed. 
To obtain it every organization must con¬ 
tribute its fair share of taxes if our army 
is to have proper equipment for modern 
warfare. 

It is quite fair and proper for you to ask 
why the Alberta' Pool is able to pay a patronage 
dividen I.

We have also been asked about the letter 
forwarded to Alberta Pool members under date 
of April 15th, 1942, along with a cheque for five 
per cent of tlie value of the Elevator and Com¬ 
mercial reserve deductions taken from the Pool 
members. Some farmers who have inquired are 
under the impression that this is a partial pay¬ 
ment of Interest promis 'd to them by the Pool 
uq these deductions. This is not the case. 

What the Pool is doing is buying off the 
l.ir.ner’x equity in the Pool Elevator system 
at less than 50 cents on the dollar on the 
amount properly owing (he real owners of the 
Pool Elevators and who contributed to the 
Elevator and Commercial reserves in the years 
1923 to 1928. If the Pool was living up to 
its solemn obligation, as cited above 
directly from the report of the Pool 
Directors, they would have sent their 
farmer owner members a cheque for twice 
themmount that They sent out to indi¬ 
vidual farmers on April 15th. And it would 
merely have been payment of interest 
alone for one year on moneys which they 
owe the farmers, and not the questionable 
action of repayment of their obligation to 
farmer members at less than 50 cents on 
tiie dollar. 

On December 1st, 1926. the Alberta Wheat 
Pool issued a statement saying that it had 
compelled llalvig Ilc-tlni burg, a Pool memlx?r, 
to pay liquidated damages of $1,000.00 for 
Setting his wheat outside the Pool. In this 
statement the Alberta Pool said publicly: 

“The action taken by the Wheat Pool was 
inspired by the fact that the welfare of close 
to 38,000 Alberta farmers depends upon the 
integrity and trustworthiness of individual 
' signers. ; 

“When a contract is broken the sufferers 
are the rest of the members of the Wheat 
Pool. 

“A contract is a contract whether It be an 
agreement for - ale or a Wheat Pool contract.' 

“Each signer must ‘Keep the faith.’ ” 

Pool members for twelve long years have 
failed to receive interest on the money 
which the Alberta Pool borrowed from 
them. They are now asked to accept less 
than 5ft cents on the dollar on the amount 
which the Pool should properly be paying. 
Ilow can this he explained as “keeping 
the faith?” 

In forcing I inlvi : I lolmlnirg to pay $1.000.00 
liquidated damages the Pool said ot Air. 

I lolmlnirg. " - . it is generally understood 
that he wos in comlortahlc circumstances.’'' 
Tixlay the Alberta Pool is also “in comlortahlc 
circumstances" ami is well able fo “keep tlw 
faith" by living up to ijs promises to memlicrs 
from whom it borrowed money.

THE HOARDER 


The R.A.F. have been swarming ov¬ 
er German and German-occupied ar¬ 
eas with deadly effect. The great Sko¬ 
da munitions and other points in south 
Germany have been targets in a great 
mass offensive. Rostnk, a war centre 
on the Baltic, has been visited by sue' 
cessive attacks, surpassing anything 
the Germans dealt to Britain. Daily 
and nightly* these attacks go forward. 
800 tons of explosives have been 
dropped over Rostock, Docks and 
airfields in French occupied territory 
and the Netherlands were blasted. 
Canadians participated in these aerial 
attacks. 

Nazis have also attacked the south¬ 
ern coast of England with several per¬ 
sons killed and hundreds 16ft home¬ 
less. 

Insurrections and hostility in occu¬ 
pied countries are creating acute con¬ 
ditions. Germans are shooting 20 to 
26 Belgians a month in vain effort to. 
stem pro-British sentiment. Strikes 
and slow-up campaigns are complicat¬ 
ing matters for the Germans. Pow¬ 
derless cartridges and other meas¬ 
ures are being taken by the rebellious 
Trains and factories are wrecked with 
smuggled explosives, and military 
supply depots have been fired. 

In an effort to speed up production 
in Germany, Hitler : s said to be purg¬ 
ing the heads of factories falling be¬ 
low required output. 

Hitler speaking on Sunday, threat¬ 
ened to resume mass air raiding of 
Britain, increased use of the submar¬ 
ines in the Atlantic, amt renewed 
fighting against Russia. He explain¬ 
ed the difficulties on the Russian front 
in the winter campaign. 

He sought the confirmation of the 
Reichstag to give him power of life 
and death over every citizen and re¬ 
ferred indirectly to certain ruthless 
steps as “necessary.” 

The Soviets claim that Germany 
has lost 1103 planes in the last month 
compaied with 314 Soviet planes. They 
claim that one million Nazis were 
slain since December 6. Minor gains 
are being made on all fronts. 

Photographic records show the 
evacuation of German people from the 
heavily battered city of Rostock. The 
across the

Answer: The scrap is sorted, baled and as¬ 
sembled, into carload lots and is then purchased 
by the Government at fixed prices throughout 
Canada. The Government pays forwarding 
transportation charges on these carload lots, and 
is responsible for their allocation. You may be 
sure that every pound will be used directly or 
indirectly in the war effort. , 

Question: How do I go about saving scrap 
rubber? 

Answer: Start hunting for it TODAY. Clean 
out your cellars, attics, garages and sheds right 
away. You will find more rubber articles than 
you expect. Start them all on their way to the 
battlefront. 


Answer: The shortage of rubber is so grave 
that any citizen hoarding rubber or using it 
unnecessary is committing an act of disloyalty. 
It is now illegal to destroy any rubber article.

Answer: Absolutely not ! By no means 
discard anything that is still useful and that 
might have to be replaced.
